The first step in Ihe manufacture 
is the selection and packing of the 
pineapple leaves.

If not, ihe 
same process is gone over again 
until the substance is in a state of 
decomposition. This is done to 
separate the threads from the cel- 
' lnloso lignose fiber, and lo clean
